I V. An Account of the Sinking of three Oaks into 
the Ground, at Manington in the County of Nor- 
folk. Communicated by Peter Le Neve, Efq$ 
Norroy i\ing at Arms, and Fellow of the Roy- 
al Society. 



ON Tuefdaj July the zyd, of thelaft Year, 1717, in 
the Grounds, and near the Seat of Sir Charles 
Voits, Baronec, in the Count} of Norfolk, and Parilh 
of Manington* (which lies about mid- way between the 
Market Towns of Holt and A)ljl)am, and about l'even 
Wiles from theCoaft near Cromsr) in the cay time, to 
the great ailonilhment of rhoie chat were prefers; firft, 
one fingle Oak, with the Roots and G'omio about it, 
vrn feen to lubftde and fink in-o rho liarih and not 
long after, at abou; 40 Yards uii~*S:v.e, two otner Oaks 
that were contiguous, funk 'ifcei the lame manner, into 
a much largrPit; being about 3} Foot Oiamecer, 
whereas the former is nor fuli\ 8. Th*fe, as ?h ■ y 
iunk, fell a-crois, fo that obUrutting e^cu Oilier, «,.- y 
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the Roots of one of them reaches the Bottom, whereas 
the firfl: {lands Perpendicular. 

When the firil Tree funk, it was obferved, that the 
Water bcyfd up in the Hole; but upon the (inking of 
the greater Pit, chat Water drain'd off into it, from the 
former, which now continues dry. The depth thereof 
to the firm Bottom is nine foot three Inches ; and the 
Tree that (lands upright in it, is $ Poor 8 T nches in 
Girr, and its Trunk about i 8 Foot long, half of which 
is now within the Pit. In the Bottom of the greater 
Pit, there is a Pool of Water about 8 Foot Diameter ; 
whofe Surface is n Foot 3 Inches below the Ground, 
and the Trees that are in this Pit, are much of the fame 
length with the other, but fomewhat fmailer, the one 
being in Girt 3 Foot 5 Inches, the other but two Foot 
9 Inches 

The Soil on which thefe Trees grew, is Gravelly ; 
but the Bottom is a Quick-fand over a Clay, upon 
which there are Springs, which feed large Ponds ad- 
joy ning to Sir Charles Potts's Houfe, at about a quarter of 
a Mile from thefe Holes. 

The Nature oi the Soilfeems to afford us a reafbnabfe 
conje&ure at the Caufe of this odd accident, which 
fome perhaps may be apt to reckon as a Prodigy. The 
Springs running over the Clay at the bottom of a 
Bed of very minute Sand, fuch as vour Quickfands 
ulually are, may reafonably be fuppofed in many Ages 
to have wafht away the Sand, and to have thereby ex- 
cavated a kind of Subterraneous Lake, over which 
thefe Trees grew. And the force of the Winds, on their 
Leaves and Branches, agitating their Roots, may well 
have looiened the >and under them, and occafioned it 
to fall in, more frequently than elfewhere : whereby in 
length o** time the thin Bed of Gravel being oniy left, 
it might become unable to fupport its own weight and 

that 
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that of the Trees it bore That this is not a bare con- 
jecture, may appear fr m the boy ling up of the Water 
at fir ft in the idler Hoe, and its Standing in the bigger 
and lower. And if ic fhall be found that it was a 
very windy day v hereon this accident happen'd, it 
Will much add to the probability c* this Solution. 

An accident not unlike this lately happened in 
Fket'fheer, London by the defeat - of the arched Roof of 
a very deep Common- :>ewer. 1 he Earth gradually 
failing into the Sewer, was carried away by it, (b as 
not to obitrudi the Water > and the continual tremour 
of the Grouid, occafioned by the conOant parting of 
Carts and Coaches, by degrees (hook down the i arrh, 
fo as to leave a very g'eat C vein, the Top u hereof 
at length grew fo very thin, that one da a weighty 
Cart having juft paft it, a great (pace of the Pavement 
funk in, in the middle of the Street, not Without hazard 
to a Coach then driving by.
